‘Father of Trusts’ Going Back to Work at 80; 
C. R. Flint Will Undertake Another Merger 


Charles Ranlett Flint, who on Fri- 
day will celebrate his eightieth 
birthday, expects to go back to Wall 
Street and resume business at the 
old stand, 25 Broad Street. Not that 
he has ever retired, for the offices 
have been maintained and he has 
been more or less in touch with 
them, but for the last two years Mr. 
Flint hasbeen taking things ‘‘rather 
easy,’’ as he says. 

He has put in the time driving 
around the country in his automo- 
bile, getting an outside view of 
things and feels that now he is ready 
to tackle a new task. It will be a 
consolidation of some kind, but just 
what he is not prepared to say. 

In his long experience he has acted 
as an organizer or adviser for more 
than fifty industrial combinations 
and most of them are now prosper- 
ous. His work earned him the sobri- 
quet ‘‘Father of Trusts.’’ He was 
one of the first to appreciate the ad- 
vantage of the knitting together of 
many small industrial units. 

Among the organizations in which 
Mr. Flint had a hand in putting to- 
gether were the American Chicle 
Company, the American-Hawaiian 
Steamship Company, the American 
Woolen Company, Autosales Gum 
ani Chocolate Company, the Clarks- 


burg Coal Company, the Computing 
Scale Company of America, Interna- 
tional Business Machine Company, 
Fairmont Coal Company, Interna- 
tional Time Recording Company of 
New York, Mechanical Rubber Com- 
pany, the National Starch Company, 
Rubber Goods Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Sen-Sen Chiclet Company, 
Sloss-Sheffield Steel and Iron Com- 
pany, Somerset Coal Company, 
United States Bobbin and Shuttle 
Company and the United States Rub- 
ber Company. 

In the early years of his active life 
Mr. Flint took part in many interna- 
tional negotiations, arranging at one 
time a treaty between Brazil and the 
United States. He was agent for the 
Wright Brothers and tried unsuc- 
cessfully to sell their airplane -to 
the United States, British, French 
and German Governments. 

Mr. Flint has adventured financial- 
ly in all parts of the world. Of com- 
manding stature and with a heavy 
shock of white hair and mustache. 
Mr. Flint never would be mistaken 
for anything but a financier. 

“T am anxious to get back to work, 
because I never felt better or more 
vigorous in my life,” said Mr. Flint.

In a way, this decision was con- 
strued as a setback to those delega- 
tions which wished to discuss politi- 
cal considerations first on the ground 
that their naval needs would de- 
pend, in the last analysis, on the 
development of political conditions. 
Theoretically, the nations will first 
state their abstract needs, leaving 
political considerations for later dis- 
cussion. That will probably prove 
more theoretical than real, for it may 
be taken for granted that some dele- 
gatines. particularly the French, will 

ke the opportunity to state their 
needs as one thing. under existing 
political conditions and another thing 
under other political conditions.

PARIS PAPERS CALL 
POWERS INSINCERE 


Nationalist Press Is Outspoken 
in Attacks on Motives of 
London Parley. 


IMPERIALIST AIMS SEEN 


Steel Trust Organ Charges Desire 
of Anglo-Saxon Peoples for 
Mastery of the Seas.

PARIS, Jan. 20.—On the eve of the 
greatest naval conference in modern 
history the forces of uncompromising 
French nationalism were concen- 
trated today in the most outspoken 
attack on the underlying motives of 
the impending negotiations yet heard 
in any of the invited countries.

BERLIN, Jan. 20.—It has now be- 
come a generally recognized axiom 
that the giant armaments of al] na- 
tions are proving highly injurious to 
them collectively. 

I am even inclined to go a step 
further by the assertion that, under 
present-day conditions, any one State 
would incur no appreciable risk by 
undertaking to disarm—wholly re- 
gardless of the attitude of the other 
States. If such were not the case it 
would be quite evident that the situ- 
ation of such States as are unarmed 
or only partially equipped for defense 
would be extremely difficult, danger- 
ous and disadvantageous—a condi- 
tion which is refuted by the facts. 

I am convinced that demonstra- 
tive references to armaments are but 
a weapon in the hands of the factors 
interested in their production or in 
the maintenance and development of 
a military system for financial or 
political-egotistic reasons. 

I am firmly of the opinion that 
the educational effect of a first an 
genuine achievement in the realm of 
aisarmament would prove highly 
efficacious, because the succeeding 
second and third steps would then be 
immeasurably simpler than the 
initial one; this for the obvious 
reason that the.first results of an 
understanding would considerably 
weaken the familiar argument for 
national security with which parlia- 
mentarians of all countries now per- 
mit themselves to be intimidated.

Crane plan. This radical change hes 
been caused by the British Labur 
Government, which reversed the 
British attitude during the last As-| 
sembly and proposed a world confer- | 
ence for regulating drugs in a man-| 
ner similar to the Crane plan. } 

That proposal, which has the sup-| 
se of the Italians and others, is} 

eing drafted. | 

The advisory committee also has | 
the duty of estimating the world’s} 
legitimate requirements in drugs, as| 
well as the total amount produced. | 
It has to advise the Council, too, on | 
the proposal to enlarge the advisory | 
committee to include other repre-| 
sentatives than those from States | 
consuming the drugs. 

The Chief of Police of Cairo, who 
is chairman of the International | 
Criminal Police Commission, has | 
been invited to send representatives 
to discuss illicit traffic in drugs.

City Is Rezoned. 


“On account of its unusual size, 
New York City is divided into zones 
in order to permit the quoting of 
rates on a sufficiently flexible basis 
to give due recognition to the wide 
range of sefvice requirements in 
various parts of the city.

MACY’S CUTS PRICES 
OF CIGARETTES AGAIN 


Carton of 200 Sells at 99 Cents, 
Well Under Manufacturers’ 
Lowest Official List. 


R. H. Macy & Co. announced a 


new cut in the in of popular 
brands of cigarettes which brings 
them down to the lowest price at 
which they have been sold since the 
imposition of the present government 
tax of 30 cents a hundred. The new 
price announced by the department 
store was 99 cents a carton. A car- 
ton contains 200 cigarettes, on which 
the government tax alone is 60 cents. 
The store limits purchases to three 
cartons to a customer, ‘evidently 
fearing a dealer raid, as 99 cents a 
carton is well below the lowest price 
at which the manufacturers sell ‘‘di- 
rect to dealers,’’ according to offi- 
cial price lists. 

When the manufacturers in Octo- 
ber increased the list price to $6.40 a 
thousand cigarettes on all of the so- 
called 15-cent brands, it was an- 
nounced that dealer discounts, in- 


cluding one for cash, made the low- 
est possible price $5.64 a thousand, 
which is about $1.13 a carton. At 
that time the retail price which had 
been generally prevailing of two 
pecmogse for cents was raised to 

5 cents a package straight by the 
United Cigar Stores. e Schulte 
stores did not increase their price 
and in December the United Cigar 
oer yp cut their price to 12 cents a 
pack. 

The ayynouncement of the new cut 
by Macy’s came just after increases 
to 15 cents by both the United Cigar 
Stores and Walgreen Drug Stores in 
Chicago gave intimation that the 
price-cutting war was nearing an 
end. The United eet Stores, how- 
ever, announced yesterday after the 
Macy cut had been made that the 
increase in price affected only Chi- 
cago and that the 12-cent price would 
be continued here. The Walgreen 
stores in New York also are selling 
the cigarettes at 12 cents a package.

As date for the five-Power 
naval conference approached, it is 
undeniable that the hopes fastened 
upon were dimmed. The early 
enthusiasm, so evident when the con- 
ference was called and when Prime 
Minister MACDONALD and President 
Hoover were conferring, has been 
slightly chilled. This is less a proof 
of want of confidence in the out- 
come than a growing realization of 
the immensely difficult and complex 
questions which are to be taken up.

THE CHIEF MAGISTRATE’S 


POWERS. 


In a letter to Senator HOFSTADER, 
|the Chief Magistrate of New York 
City formulates his belief that he 
| should have disciplinary powers over 
his forty-nine colleagues by suggest- 
ing certain changes in the law. Mr. 
| McApoo wants legislative authoriza- 
'tion to suspend magistrates under 
|charges for a period of sixty days 
| while the charges are being investi- 
|gated. He also seeks the power 
|of removal of their employes. By 
the existing law magistrates under 
charges may continue to sit. They 
are subject to removal solely by the 
Appellate Division; and only the 
| board of magistrates, by vote, can 
| remove the employes of any one of 
| the petty courts. 

Mr. McApoo makes his proposals 
| out of zeal for the good behavior of 
|his colleagues. But the Legislature 
| will probably move slowly toward a 
| Change, At the moment the disci- 
plinary system seems to be working 
well, The Police Commissioner, rep- 

resenting the Mayor (who is the 
|}appointing power), has been vigi- 
lant in seeing that criticisms of cer- 
|tain magistrates have taken the 
|form of charges. The Bar Associa- 
tion has been quick to take charge 
‘of an inquiry. Should removal be 
/recommended to the Appellate Divi- 


‘sion by the Bar Association, it is | 


not doubted that the recommenda- 
tion would be followed. 

The existing supervision of the 
character and activities of the city 
magistracy seems to eall for no 
changed law. The Mayor is solely 
responsible for the personnel of this 
important bench. The Appellate 
Division is the final judge of the 
gravity of findings on charges. It 
may be that, after the pending cases 
are disposed of, it will be felt by the 
Legislature that something should 
be done to prevent accused magis- 
trates from sitting when accused. 
The question will then arise whether 
fo confer the power of suspension on 
one appointee (who will not always 
necessarily be so upright a man as 
| Mr. MCADOO) or upon the agency 
which already has the right of re- 
moval, the Appellate Division. As 
for removal of officers of these 
courts, why should it not be lodged 
in the power which appoints the 
magistrates, the Mayor of the city, 
‘on charges presented to him by the 
Chief Magistrate? That would tend 
to maintain the present concentra- 
tion of responsibility.

| MAWSON AND RIISER-LARSEN. 


The chance meeting on Jan. 17 
| of the Antarctic explorers RIISER- 
LARSEN, Norwegian, and Sir DouG- 
LAS MAWSON, Anglo-Australian, on 
the latter’s ship the Discovery (used 
by Captain ROBERT SCOTT on two 
| south polar expeditions) is of spe- 


cial interest, because they are rivals | 


in the work of surveying the coast 
in a part of Antarctica hitherto 
vaguely indicated on the map and 
for a long distance open to discov- 
ery. Their field of exploration is 


| the Enderby Quadrant but may ex- | 


tend into the Weddell Quadrant— 
that is to say, not on the side of the 
| continent which is Admiral Byrp’s 
| sphere, 
| Treating of “uncharted spaces” 
|in his book “ Antarctica,” J. GORDON 
HAYES says that “by far the big- 
/gest gap” is that which stretches 
between Coats Land and Kaiser-Wil- 
helm II Land or Gaussberg. Coats 
Land is over the line of the Weddell 
| Quadrant, and Kaiser-Wilhelm II 


Land is near the line of the Victoria 


Quadrant, so that they are sepa- 
rated by 2,400 miles, “ never trodden 
|‘ by man and almost entirely un- 
|“ known.” In the end of December 
/an Oslo newspaper, in touch with 
| the ship Norvegia of the Norwegian 
|expedition, reported that Captain 
| HJALMAR RUSER-LARSEN and Cap- 
| tain LUETZOW HOLM had “landed” 
in a seaplane on open water between 
Coats Land and Enderby Land, and 
had found new land, of which they 
took possession in the name of 
Norway. The very long distance 
between Coats Land and Enderby 
Land made the description unsat- 
lisfactory. There seems to be no 
doubt that RIUSER-LARSEN went on 
board the Discovery to announce 
| what he had done, and to learn Sir 
| DouGLAS MAwson’s attitude toward 
| the claim made by the Norwegians. 
| There could be only approval of it, 
for it is now about a hundred years 
since BIscoe and KEMP, in the ser- 
vice of the Enderby Brothers of 
London, made Antarctic voyages in 
which Graham Land, first seen by 
the English mariner BRANSFIELD, 
was “annexed,” and Enderby Land 
and Kemp Land, in what came to be 
known as the Enderby Quadrant, 
were discovered.

Labor Were 
Prevalent in New Jersey 


Similar Conditions 


and Connecticut.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—A de 
crease in industrial activity, some of 
it due to inventory taking and sea- 
sonal plant repairs, with part-time 
schedules quite general and some 
factories closed temporarily, marked 
the industrial employment situation 
in New York State during Decem- 
ber, according to the monthly report 
of the employment service of the De- 
partment of Labor. 

In New York City similar condix 
tions prevailed during the month, 
many workers being unemployed dus 
to recessions in seasonal lines, 

While the department failed to is 
sue an analytical summary of induse 
trial activity and employment for the 
whole country covering December, 
the reports from the various States 
indicated that the recession in ac- 
tivity at the turn of the year was 
general. 

Michigan automobile plants, how- 
| ever, reported an increase in operat- 
ing schedules and a slight resulting 
improvement in employment. Pre- 
dictions were made that a decided in- 
crease in activity in the industry 
during January would have a stim- 
ulating effect on other lines. 

In the steel industry part-time op- 
erations were reported general, but 
the effect of the increase of activity 
in the automobile industry was ex- 
pected to be felt shortly. Plants 
manufacturing cars, locomotives and 
railroad equipment were reported en- 
gaging additional hands.

Less than four hours after 
Supreme Court Justice Lloyd had 
pronounced judgment in Camden 
Criminal Court, the prison doors at 
Trenton closed behind the former 
store model and cabaret entertainer. 

In the meantime her self-control 
had disappeared and in a fit of hys- 
teria she had attempted to carry out 
a suicide threat by shattering an 
electric bulb and slashing her wrists 
with the fragments.

BRONX THEATRE GULD 
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KAHN ON OPERA IN ENGLISH 


Favors Singing It in That Tongue in 
America, but ‘With Exceptions.’ 


Otto H. Kahn sent from Palm 
Beach yesterday, through his office 
at 2 William Street, a brief statement 
calling attention to certain qualifying 
poreguegte of his letter on opera in 

nglish, omitted from that letter as 
published last Saturday. 

Mr. Kahn’s message follows: 

In the summary which you pub- 
lished in your issue of Jan. 18 of 
my letter to the American Opera | 
Company you quote me as saying | 
“‘opera in America ought to be sung | 
in English as a gentral rule,’’ but 
you omit my qualifying words, | 
“with certain justified exceptions.” 
You also omit, among other things, | 
the entire paragraph relating to 
the Metropolitan Opera Company, | 
as follows here: 

“The Metropolitan Opera Com- | 
pany, of which I have the honor to | 
be chairman, is doing, earnestly and 
sincerely, all it can to give oppor- | 
tunity to American singers and 
composers, and it will always 
(other things being equal, or near- 
ly so) give preference to an Ameri- 
can over a foreign artist. But it 
cannot be, is not meant to be, its 
traditions and its public will not 
let it be, a laboratory, an experi- 
menta? \heatre or a training ground 
for untwted singers. Its function is 
to produce, before a highly exigent 
and- discriminating audience, the 
best and most worthwhile artists 
and works from all countries. For 
a variety of reasons, it has ad- 
hered, rightly and necessarily, in 
my opinion, to its traditional policy 
of performing operas in the lan- 
guage to which they were com- 
posed. It will continue to adhere 
to that policy.”’ 

The two omissions above set forth 
cause an erroneous impression as 
to my attitude. and I shall greatly 
appreciate it therefore if you will 
be good enough to give space in 
your columns to this letter.

DECLINE CONTINUES 
IN SPANISH EXCHANGE 


Peseta Loses 32 Points Despite 
Reports of Support by the 
Government. 


Despite word from Spain that the 
Spanish Government had decided to 
take steps to support the faltering 
peseta, that currency displayed fur- 
ther weakness in yesterday’s mar- 
ket, declining 32 points to 12.90 
cents. 

On Oct. 14 last the Spanish Gov- 
ernment announced that it would al- 
low the peseta to seek its natural 
level. Since then, under the influ- 
ence of heavy speculative selling and 
uncertainty regarding the political 
outlook in Spain, the peseta has 
steadily weakened. Its low price, in 


the opinion of bankers here, is not 
justified by actual conditions. 
According to dispatches received} 
over the week-end, it has been de- 
cided to allot for the account of 
the Spanish Treasury 116,000,000 
pesetas in gold from the proceeds 
of the customs duties, to be used in 
supporting the peseta. Advices from 
London yesterday reported that the! 
Spanish Government had decided to 
send £4,000,000 (about $20,000,000) in 
gold to London to be used in support 
of the peseta. The first consign- 
ment of the metal, £1,000,000, will 
| be shipped on Jan. 30, it was said.

CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—The wheat 
market was dull and unsettled today 
with much of the trade 
Strength in Liverpool resulted in a 
moderate upturn early, which was

Talk of large export sales had some 
effect early, as did the strength in 
Liverpool and Buenos Aires. Sales 
of 1,000,000 bushels or more, includ- 
ing 400,000 bushels of hard Winter 
to Portugal, became the leading 
factor later. 

Liverpool closed 1 to 1%d higher 
with short covering helping the ad- 
vance, besides reports of a better de- 
mand for flour. Winnipeg closed % 
% cent higher than on Saturday, 
while Buenos Aires was 1% cents and 
Rosario % cent higher, an advance 
the exchange rate having some 
effect in Argentina. 

Most wheat traders continue to 
lean to the bear side but are not dis- 
posed to press selling on the decline, 
as the cooperatives continue to bid 


for cash grain at leading terminals. 

The decrease of 3,624,000 bushels in 
the domestic visible supply was about 
in line with trade expectations. Total 
stocks are 168,583,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 172,207,000 the previous 
week and 130,829,000 last year. 

Primary receipts were 738,000 bush- 
els, a week ago 1,064,000 and a year 
ago 1,553,000. Shipments were 531,- 
000 bushels, a week ago 613,000 and 
a year ago 701,000. 

Corn was dull, with the close % 
cent lower. Trade was mainly local. 
While some buying resulted from the 
belief that the cooperatives would 
buy cash grain here if the market 
declined materially, this was offset 
by talk that cash grain was offered 
at Buffalo below a local parity. 
Qountry offerings are expected to re- 
main small unless prices advance. 
Reports from many Illinois points 
show that numerous farmers had set 
their views for around 80 cents a 
bushel at leading stations. 

Buenos Aires futures closed 1% to 
1% cents higher. It was said that 
some Argentine corn had been of- 
fered to the Atlantic seaboard. The 
visible supply increased 1,053,000 
bushels for the week, making it 13,- 
296,000, against 12,143,000 the pre- 
vious week and 22,156,000 last year. 

Primary receipts were 1,176,000 
bushels; a week ago 1,545,000 and a 
year ago 2,404,000. Shipments were 
586,000 bushels; a week ago 712,000 
and a year ago 631,000.

Freight handled at New York State | 
barge canal terminals in Brooklyn | 


and Queens increased 187,067 tons in 
ac- 
cording to a statement prepared yes- 
tercay by Frank J. Florence, assis- 
tant superintendent of terminals in 
the State Department of Public 
Works. 

Queens has three State canal ter- 
minals and Brooklyn two, yet in 1929 | 
Brooklyn handled almost 200,000 tons 
more freight than Queens and had an 
increase above the previous year 
nearly five times as great as that of 
its neighbor borough. 

In 1929 the total tonnage shipped 
and received at the Brooklyn termi- 
nals amounted to 664,642, against 514,- 
722 in 1928. The Queens total last 
year was 483,938 tons, against 446,791 
tons in 1928. Brooklyn's increase, | 
therefore, was 149,920 tons and the 
Queens increase 37,147 tons. 

Not all of the terminals shared Jn | 
this increase, however. Both the/| 
Flushing and Long Island City termi- | 
nals showed a decrease, but this was 
offset = the marked rise in tonnage 
at the third Queens terminal in Hol- 
lis Cove, Astoria. 

The Greenpoint terminal in Brook- 
lyn also showed a decline from 20,000 
tons in 1928 to 9,000 last year, while 
local freight at the Gowanus termi- | 
nal dropped almost 60,000 tons, al-| 
though this was more than counter- | 
balanced by the jump of 219,200 tons | 
in freight handled ‘‘over the side”’ of | 
steamers moored at the terminal. | 

Mr. Florence said the increase 
therefore could not be considered a 
sign that freight shipment through 
the local terminals was mounting. 
He pointed out that only one of the 
|} three Queens terminals had actually 
‘‘done more business’’ last year than | 
the year before, while both the} 
Greenpoint and Gowanus stations re- 
| ported declines. 

‘“‘The explanation,” he said, ‘‘is the 
slump in building operations in the 
two boroughs. At the beginning of | 
the year construction was being done | 

all over the city, and this ‘meant | 
heavy building material shipment | 
through the canals. Later, financial | 
stringency, which culminated in the 
Wall Street crash, checked these op- 
erations and in many cases shut 
them down entirely. That accounts 
for the decrease in the amount of 
tonnage shipped through our metro- 
politan terminals.”’
